Submissions must be a high-resolution photograph (ideally, at least 300 dpi and 2,000 pixels on
the longest side) in .jpeg or .tiff format. Digital photographs should be taken at the highest
resolution possible.

You retain your rights to your photograph; however, by entering the contest, you grant the Great
Salt Lake Bird Festival (and those authorized by Discover Davis) a royalty-free, world-wide,
perpetual, non-exclusive license to publicly display, distribute, reproduce and create derivative
works of the entries, in whole or in part, in any media now existing or later developed, for any
purpose, including, but not limited to, advertising and promotion of Discover Davis and its
website, exhibition, events, and commercial products. Any photograph reproduced will include a
photographer credit as feasible. Discover Davis and the Great Salt Lake Bird Festival will not
be required to pay any additional consideration or seek any additional approval in connection
with such uses.

Guidelines and Restrictions:

e Images must be submitted in .jpeg or .tiff format

e Images should be submitted with the highest quality with regard to file size, bit depth and
resolution.

e Images must be taken in the state of Utah in the past 5 years, with special preference
given to those in the Northern Utah area, specifically around or near the Great Salt Lake,
Antelope Island, and the surrounding bird sanctuaries.

Images should include a bird or birds.

To be eligible for the contest, a photograph must have been shot by the entrant. The
contestant certifies that he/she is the sole creator and copyright owner of the submitted
photograph.

e The submission must not contain material that is inappropriate, indecent, discriminatory,
obscene, hateful, tortious, defamatory, slanderous or libelous, or contain material that is
otherwise unlawful, in violation of or contrary to any applicable laws or regulations.

e Cropped photos are eligible in all categories. We do not accept digitally or otherwise
enhanced or altered photos. Minor adjustments, including the removal of sensor dust or
scratches on scans of negatives, dodging and burning, sharpening, contrast, toning, slight
color adjustment and conversion to grayscale are acceptable for all categories.

e Photos that violate or infringe upon another person's rights, including but not limited to
copyright, are not eligible. Photos that contain sexually explicit, nude, obscene, violent
or other objectionable or inappropriate content, as determined by Discover Davis in its
sole discretion, are ineligible for this contest. Discover Davis has sole discretion to
determine if a photo is eligible for entry into the contest.

We will notify winners via the contact information provided at the time of entry; Discover Davis
may disqualify anyone who fails to respond to the notification within five business days.

Ethics:

The welfare of a subject and its environment must be placed ahead of the desire to capture a
photograph. Upon entering the contest, entrants certify that subjects were treated with respect
and dignity, and that no people, wildlife or the environment were harmed in creating a
photograph. If baiting was used to attract wildlife, or special equipment such as camera traps

and drones used to capture the photograph, this must be disclosed. Live baiting of wildlife is not
permitted.

Judging:
Photo entries for 1st, 2nd and 3rd place will be judged by a member of the Great Salt Lake Bird

Festival Committee and a photographer from outside of our organization. Entries will be judged
based on creativity, quality and relevance to the Northern Utah area, specifically around or near
the Great Salt Lake, Antelope Island, and the surrounding bird sanctuaries. Individuals may
submit more than one photograph for judging, but may only be awarded one place.

The photo with the most votes within Woobox will be awarded as People’s Choice winner.
Please share with your family and friends to vote. You will only be allowed to vote once per
photo, per day. The People’s Choice prize may be awarded to an individual that places in the
judged contest.
